A further booster, 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child Is one year old with revac- 
dnaUon taking place every fifth year thereafter.

Therefore, I strongly urge anyone interested in 
a prepaid funeral plan, and particularly those being 
approached by salesmen using my name as f ulfillin g 
these services under their plan, to contact me person¬ 
ally for this service and guidance as a licensed and 
bonded funeral director in Alberta, under the laws of 
Alberta.
